GEORGIA, VOI N G EST OF 
COLONIES, ONLY 43 YEARS 
OLD \T TIME OF WAR 


At the time of the signing of 
the 
Declaration of Independence at Phil­ 
adelphia, Georgia was the thirteenth 
and youngest colony 
She was 
then 
only 43 years old. 
As early as the sixteenth century 
the Spaniard’s foot had trodden 
her 
soil, and in 1717 
a Scotsm an’s pen 
had extolled her as the “ most ani- 
able country of the universe, lying in 
the same latitude as Palestine, 
the 
promised Canaan herself". 
But 
not 
till 1733, a year after the 
birth 
of 
George Washington, did 
Sir 
Jam es 
Oglethorpe, philanthropic member of 
parliament, with some 120 
worthy 
but unfortunate English debtors, seek 
out, under a royal charter, this prom ­ 
ised Canaan as a refuge for the per­ 
secuted. 
Soon came »Iso 
carefully 
chosen 
religious 
refugees— P ortu­ 
guese Jews from England, pi >us Lu­ 
theran Saizburgers 
and 
Moravians 
from 
Germany: 
Swiss, 
Scottish 
Highlanders, Quakers 
and 
a 
few 
French 
Huguenots. 
Thus 
Georgia 
early acquired a poor but substantial 
cosmopolitan population. 
Georgia reveres the m em ory of her 
founder, Oglethorpe, 
Already a gen­ 
eral, when he returned 
to 
England 
after Irmly establishing the colony he 
became lieutenant general, and at the 
beginning of 
the 
Revolution 
was 
offered the position of commander-in- 
chief of the British forces in Am eri­ 
ca, an honor which he declined, 
as 
his sym pathies were with the colo­ 
nies. 
* 
For the first twenty years, in spite 
of goodly acreage» inducement, pro- 
m ess was retarded by the ineffectual 


but persistent efforts of the trustees 
to make of Georgia a silk producing 
•olonv, and by their restrictions (in 
Georgia alone of 
all 
the 
colonies) 
against slave holding and traffic 
in 
rum. 
With the 
removal of 
these 
restrictions, there flowed 
in 
from 
Virginia and the Carolinas a literal 
tide of prosperous and cultured im­ 
m igrants, coming with their 
slaves 
to find further riches in the fertile 
soil 
of 
Georgia. 
Strangely, among 
those first attractions was a band of 
Congreigationalists of 
South 
Caro­ 
lina who had 
been 
originally from 
M assachusetts, which in after years 
so violently espoused abolition. These 
were am ong the largest slave owners 
• ; the colony, ami soon their prosper­ 
ity was excelled only by their culture 
and patriotism. 
Georgia grewr apace. 
C nder the three royal 
governors, 
the forts 
were 
strengthened; 
the 
friendly relations with 
the 
Indians 
so auspiciously inaugurated by Ogle­ 
thorpe and Chief Tomochichi were ce­ 
mented. a friendship which signally 
endured throughout the French 
and 
Indian W ar, the Cherokee War, 
and 
even the Revolution. 
Additional te r­ 
ritory was acquired. 
Rice and indigo 
plantations 
enriched 
their 
owners. 
Corn w as largely grown and cotton 
to a lesser extent. 
There was an ac­ 
tive livestock industry, and a thriving 
foreign commerce 
had 
sprung 
up, 
Charles R. Crisp, representative 
in 
congress from Georgia, writes in the 
National Republic. 
Georgia was not represented in the 
’irst continental congress, 
and 
the 
three delegates irregularly elected to 
the second congress were not quali­ 
fied to attend, whereupon the indig­ 
nant, liberty loving 
M assachusetts 
C ongiegationalists, 
acting independ­ 


ently, 
sent as a delegate Dr. Lyman 
Hall, who, however, could 
not 
vote. 
Georgia was violently criticisied 
by 
her sister colonies 
for her 
laggard 
attitude tow ards the new' cause of lib­ 
erty, but there was much justifica­ 
tion. 
Hhe had less to complain 
of 
than the other colonies. Peace reign­ 
ed within her borders, her com merce 
was increasing and prosperity 
was 
beginning to smile. She had not New 
E ngland’s ancient cause for enm ity 
towards England. 
The m other coun­ 
ty had been good to her. 
Less than 
ifty years before, 
she 
had 
given 
Georgia to Georgians 
as 
a 
refuge, 
g rantsof land and money hail been 
liberal, the royal governors had 
not 
been oppressive and the w'ise adm ini­ 
stration of her 
early 
Revolutionary 
governor, Jam es W right, did much to 
prevent dissatisfaction. 
Many of the older citizenry long re­ 
named Loyalists, 
while 
frequently 
heir own sons became arden Whigs. 
The “ Liberty Boys" 
sp ran g up 
in 
Georgia and fanned the flame kindled 
n Totidee’s tavern in Savannah, 
in 
1774. into an ever spreading confla­ 
gration 
of 
patriotism 
and, 
w’hile 
Georgia did not formally cast her lot 
svith the cause of independence until 
I early in 
1776, 
prior 
to th a t 
tim e 
Georgians had actively resisted 
the 
stam p act and the m ilitary act; had 
elected Benjamin Franklin to rep re­ 
sent 
their 
rights 
in E ngland; had 
openly opposed and arrested the roy­ 
al governor; had sent 600 barrels of 
rice to Boston upon the closing of her 
port; had attem pted unsuccessfully to 
send delegates to the continental con­ 
gress; had broken open the 
powder 
magazine at Savananh and seized 600 
pounds of powder 
for 
the 
colonial 
cause; had defiantly “celebrated” the 
king’s birthday;had made the 
first 
naval capture of the Revolution— th a t 
of a British ship and her 
cargo 
of 
powder, and had elected a president 
and commander-in-chief. 
In 1776 Georgia elected five dele­ 
gates to the third Continental 
con­ 
gress. and in the same year the Geor­ 
gians, George Walton, Button Gwin- 
net and Lyman Hall signed the Dec­ 
laration of Independence. 
E arly 
in 
1777 the first constitution of the state 
of Georgia 
was 
adopted, 
and this 
Georgia became the last but not least 
of the “ F ree and Independent S ta t­ 
es of A m erica”. 
Once in, in no state 
was patriotism , both in men and wo­ 
men, more manifest. 
The men who represented Georgia 
in the Continental congress truly re­ 
flected the varied 
character 
of 
the 
people of th at state at th at time. Ed­ 
ward Langw orthy was the only Geor­ 
gian horn. Jospeh Wood was a native 
of Pennsylvania, Lyman Hall of Con­ 
necticut. George W alton of V irginia 
and N athan Brownson was of an un- 
<¡((terminable northern colony. Two 
were doctors, one a teacher, tw o bore 
arm s in the Revolution and all, 
with 
one exception, were planters. 
Of the 
five. George Walton and 
Dr. Lym an 
Hall were m ost noteworthy, not only 
because they were signers of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, but because 
of their patriotic activities and 
the 
positions of honor to w'hieh th ey a t­ 
tained in their state and in the con­ 
federation. 
Dr. Hall, a Yale graduate, w as 
a 
young physician of Connecticut. 
He 
joined the M assachusetts C ongrega­ 
tion» lists in the South and soon be­ 
came a successful doctor and plan t­ 
er. 
A leader in all patriotic activi­ 
ties, he hail the distinction of being 
sent by his parish as a delegate 
to 
the second Continental congress when 
Georgia as a whole declined rep re­ 
sentation in it. 
He wa* active in all 
public and educational enterprises of 
his state, served constructively 
one 
term as governor and then retired to 
the practice of medicine. 
W altonwas 
Georgia’s 
m ost 
dis- 
tinguished representative in congress. 
A Virginia orphan, he cam e early to 
Georgia, studied lawr and was ustir- 
ing in his efforts to convert the state 
to the cause of liberty. 
He signed 
and la ter assisted in revising the A r­ 
ticles of Confederation. 
He was six 
times a representative 
in congress, 


t w i c e governor, once a United States 
senator, chief justice of Georgia, and 
four times 
judge 
of 
the 
superior 
courts 
N athan Brownson, 
like 
Dr. Hall, 
was a Vale graduate, 
planter 
and 
doctor. 
He was a surgeonin the Con­ 
tinental arm y, twice 
a delegate 
to 
congress, 
once 
governor, conspicu-j 
ous in both house and senate of the 
state and one of the original trustees 
appointed for the establishm ent 
of 
the State university. 
Joseph Wood, originally 
a 
Penn­ 
sylvanian, became 
one of the 
most 
arden advocates of Georgi’s complete 
affiliation with the cause of 
liberty, 
earned a colonelcy 
in 
the 2d Penn­ 
sylvania regim ent in the Revolution, 
and was twice elected to the Contin­ 
ental congress.— K. C, Times.

COLONIES, ONLY 43 YEARS 
OLD XT TIME OF XX Alt 


At the time of the signing of 
the 
Declaration of Independence at Phil­ 
adelphia, Georgia was the thirteenth 
ami youngest colony 
She was 
then 
only 43 years old. 
As early as the sixteenth century

Inbreeding of animals, in the opin­ 
ion of experts in the United States 
D epartm ent of Agriculture, is one of 
the most effective 
practices 
in 
the 
improvement of livestock. 
However, 
unless directed with skill and under- 
-tanding and followed hy intelligent 
selection of the progeny, inbreeding 
may have undesirable consequences. 
Inbreeding should be practiced only 
by the most skillful breeders, and by 
them only when they have 
definite 
knowledge of the ancestry of the ani­ 
mals involved. 
The purchaser of in- 
bred males, however, need have 
no 
fear of using them if they are super­ 
io r ^representatries of tht* breed. 
As 
a m atter of fact he should prefer in- 
bred males to others, especially 
if 
they are not related to his fem ales, 
l^cause they are more nearly pure in 
their hereditary make-up, 
and 
for 
that reason are more likely to repr«>- 
duce
